Fully Explained 

Some fifty farmers who em-! 
ploy foreign labor met at the 
city hall on February 21st and 
heard T. M. Henderson of the 
West Palm Beach federal labor 
office discuss the provisions ofj 
the new federal contract under 
which such labor will be pro- 
curable during the spring crop 
season, which will end on April! 
8rd. While the first reading of 
the contract appeared to the 
farmers as being rather drastic 
&nd against.their interests, un- 
der the explanation made by the 
government official, it grew| 
more favorable, for there are| 
two sides to the question. 

Under the contract, the gov- 
ernment must do certain things, 
the imported Jabor must also 
comply with regulations, and 
the farmers have a check back, 
which relieves them of some of 
the wage requirements, which if | 
operated as directed, will mean 
an actual saving to them. 

Imported labor is to be 
brought to the States, placed nj 
a pool, to be later assigned to! 
farming areas where they are 
required. The farmer makes his 
requistion to the camp man- 
ager for the number of employes 
he can use, and they are as- 
signed to him, in proportion to 
the number of workers avail- 
able. The farmer must guaran- 
tee to use the workers 12 days 
out of each 14 days, regardless 
of crops or weather conditions. 
The wages shall be $15 a week | 
or double that amount if a bi-| 
weekly pay roll is established, 
and the latter was recommended 
to the farmers. 

In order to draw their full 
wage, laborers must work-at the 
direction of the farmer, and if 
they become ill or refuse to 
work, each day's idleness will 
be charged against them on a 
$2.50 day basis and if they 
prove unsatisfactory workers or 
become insubordinate, on rec- 
ommendation of the employer 
to the camp manager, and after 
a hearing before that official, 
he can order their deportation 
to their home.
